X paper can do. Like magic, 
it seemingly changes the size, 
shape or appearance of a room. 
Just choose your pattern, put 
it up and—presto!—you have 
a new background for living. 
Wallpaper offers the solution 
to many decorating problems. 
! Choose a large splashy pattern 
for the too-big room—if you’re 
lucky enough to have one—and 
the paper will bring the walls 
closer together, make the room 
look smaller and cozier. 
Or, if the plaster job’s poor 
and the room’s small, pick one 
of the new textured or tone- 
on-tone papers. It will cover 
the plaster defects and won’t 
I make your room look smaller. 
‘In fact, if you choose a light- 
jcolored paper—a blue or green, 
Isay—it will create the illusion 
|of space. A scenic wallpaper 
I turns the same trick.
